A few judges 
can undo all that a half dozen legis­ 
latures can do. 
For that reason, it 
is absolutely imperative that the men 
who wear the judicial ermine shall be- 
known to the people, that they shall 
be representative of the people and 
that their decisions shall in so fai 
as consistent with law reflect public 
opinion. 
This would be impossiblt 
were star chamber methods of select 
Ing judicial candidates 
to 
prevail - 
Popular government becomes a joke 
when aspirants for office get too fai 
away from the masses. The primary 
lessens the distance.

There are several ways of securing 
a verdict by a jury, but the one that 
is most ha vogue is to keep on try 
lug a case until all twelve men can 
agree.

It is too often 
the case that one or two men, who by

judices. 
If all such could be made 
to see the light through the

Since writing the inclosed letter, we have, been in­ 
formed that Mi*. J. A. Miller, 608 Secohd Ave., Albany, 
Ala,, has been, handling Talking Machines and pianos 
for •several years, and that since he buys his machines 
from Birmingham, he does not have to pay a State 
License, on the grounds that the license is paid once in 
the state on the machines he sells, and that the law does 
not require a license to bfe paid on the same articles twice 
in the State. 
Now he gets by without a license, although he buys 
his machines just as we do only we buy ours in Tennes­ 
see, and he buys his through jobbers in Birmingham. It 
seems to us, that inasmuc has his business is separate 
from the business conducted by the Jobbers, and that 
since he is doing business in his own name, and for him­ 
self, and not for the Jobbers, that he should be required 
to pay a license. 
We were informed by the O. K. Houck Piano Co. 
that they do not have to pay a state license to do busi­ 
ness for each city where they have a store. But that they 
do have to pay a license for each state in which they have 
one or more stores. They also informed me that if we 
were to get our1 goods from them and resell them that 
we would be requifed to pay a license. That each per­ 
son or firm doing business for himself, in his own name 
was required to pay a license. 
Please inform us on this matter, and if we do not 
have to obtain a license if we get ouf goods from a Job­ 
ber in this state, we will get them from ‘Birmingham 
from this on, so that we can evade this expense as Mr. 
Miller does. However, if this is not the case, please see 
that this Mr. J. A. Miller is cited for a license with pen­ 
alty for the years he has evaded same.
